JUDGE COOLEY HAS RESIGNED 


From the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
slon—Washington Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, September 9.—Judge Cooley, 
chairman of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, has tendered his resignation, because 
of ill health. 

The resignation of Mr. Moore, third assistant 
secretary of state, who has accepted the pro- 
fessorship of international law in Columbia 
college, has been in the hands of the president 
for some time, but its acceptance has been de- 
layed on account of his knowledge of all the 
details of the seal and fishery controversies 
with Great Britain. 

VENTILATING THE BLAINE RESIDENCE. 

Secretary Blaine's residence is being putin 
order for his return to Washington, and orders 
have been received to have it ready for the re- 
ception of the family not later than Octo- 
ber Ist. 

THE ITATA WILL BE RETURNED. 

The Star this afternoon published the state- 
ment that the Itata is to be returned to the 
Chilean government, in accordance with the 
terms of the compromise effected at the con- 
ference between ex-Mayor Grace, of New 
York, and the congressional] representatives 
here on the one hand and Secretary Tracy 
and Attorney General Miller on the other. 

A NAVAL ORDER. 

An order was issued by Secretary Tracy 
today which forebodes a considerable reduc- 
tion of the number of naval vessels now on the 
north Atlantic coast. It was directed to chiefs 
of bureaus, and ordered them to immediately 
prepare the Yorktown for service on the Pa- 
cific station, and the gunboat Petrel for ser- 
vice on the Asiatic station. The Yorktown is 
at present attached to Admiral Walker’s 
squadron of evolution, and the Petrel to the 
north Atlantic squadron, commanded by Ad- 
miral Gherard. 


FASSETT WAS NOMINATED. 


By the New York Republicans as Candi- 
date for Governor. 


RocRxsTRR, N. Y., September 9.—The re- 
publican state convention was called to order 
at 12:20 o’clock by General Knapp, chairman 
of the state committee. 

W, W. Goodrich was made temporary chair- 
man. The usual committees were appointed, 
and a recess taken till 4 o’clock. 

When the convention reassembled, the fol- 
lowing ticket was nominated: J. Sloan Fas- 
sett for governor on the first ballot. He is 
now collector of customs of New 
York city. John W. Vrooman, of Herki- 
mer, for lieutenant governor, by acclamation ; 
Eugene F. O'Connor, for secretary of state, 
by acclamation; Ira W. for state 
treasurer, by acclamation ; A. Wade, of 
Jamestown, by acclamation, for comptroller ; 
William Sutherland, of Rochester for at- 
torney general, by acclamation ; : Verplank 
Calvin, of Albany, for state engineer, by ac- 
clamation. 

Fassett’s vote was 514 out of a total of 774. 
The vote was made unanimous.

BUTLER AND WATSON 


Meet in Joint Debate on the Subtreasury 
Plan. 


WATSON DELIVERS THE FIRST ADDRESS 


In Which He Talks of the Two Per- 
cent Land Loans, 


AND BUTLER REPLIES AT LENGTH, 


In a Speech Advocating the Substitution 
of State for National“ 
Banks. 


CotumBsi, S. C., September 9.—[Special.}— 
he much-talked-of and extensively adver- 
tised joint debate on the subtreasury issue, 
between Senator Butler, of South Carolina, 
and Congressman-elect Watson, of Georgia, 
came off today. at Batesburg, a pleasant 
little village on the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad, about midway between Co- 
lumbia and Augusta. 

The weather was fair and pleasant, and 
a crowd estimated at between 800 and 1,000 
was present, including many ladies. 

Mr. Watson had a delegation of Geor 
gians with him, who came to revel in the 
anticipated defeat of General Butler. Many 
prominent public men from various #se0- 
tions of South Carolina were présent. 

Dr. J. W. M. Stokes, president of the 
South Carolina alliance, between whom and 
Senator Butler a lively personal tilt has 
been eagerly looked forward to, failed to 
put in an appeariince. His absence, how- 
ever, did not prevent Senator Butler from 
denouncing him in unmeasured terms, as 
the ensuing report will show. 

The Location of the Meeting. 

The meeting was held in a grove near the 

center of the town, seats being provided for 


all. The meeting was called to order at 11 
ladies present. 


o'clock by the chairman, Professor J. W. 
Nash, and after opening with prayer, Colonel 
Watson was introduged asthe first speaker, 
with the bridle off and no limit as to time. 

MR. WATSON’S SPEECH. 

When Mr. Watson arose to speak, he 
stated, to begin with, that he knew perfectly 
well that he was at a disadvantage in this de 
bate, owing tothe familiarity of the people 
with Senator Butler and his lack of acquaint- 
ance with them, but in this discussion, which 
is not one of state issues, but national, he felt 
that he*would have a fair hearing and a hearty 
welcome. He said: 

We assert a proposition and Senator Butler 
denies it. The burden of proof lies upon me. 
In Georgia they started out by calling for the 
subtreasury or something better, but the more 
they discuss it the better they like it. It is 
like the old negroes at almonds—‘the more 
you chew them the gooder they get.. Mr. 
Watson said that as distinguished a statesman 
as Senator Butler can’t afford to take the posi- 
tion that he is reported to have taken at Pros- 
perity, that of refusing to discuss the principle 
of the subtreasury. If the plan is right, he 
must support it; if wrong, then he should 
prove it to be wrong, which he should be able 
to do in the light of past history in economic 
measures, and his ability as a statesman. 

Senator Butler’s position now is a practical 
admission that the plan is right, but that he 
can’t support it. He attacked Senator But- 
ler'g position at Prosperity in advocating the 
state bank plan, without offering a bill, as be 
ing inconsistent with his attack on the sub- 
treasury bill, and refusing to discuss the 
principle. 

“Senator Butler must come out today and 
discuss the subtreasury plan. He can't dodge 
the issue. He must take one horn of the 
dilemma, and find it rough riding on either.“ 
{Loud applause. | 

BERATING BUTLER’S POSITION. 

Mr. Watson proceeded at length to berate 
Butler’s position in refusing to debate the 
plan, and concluded by asking him if he 
would not assist the alliance to discuss the 
plan, andout of it frame a good bill, to 
which Senator Butler replied that he would. 
[ Applause. ] 

„Now to the subtreasury plan. I believe 
I can demonstrate that it is a good one.“ 

Mr. Watson said the bitter opposition to the 
present postal system, at its inception, is a 
parallel to the anti-subtreasury opposition of 
today. His appeals to Senator Butler were 
humorous and loudly applauded. 

What are the evils complained of?“ He first 
attacked Senator Butler's statement that the 
national banks were a war measure, and de- 
nied tbat they were, and showed that they 
were not chartered until the close of the war 
and then, through the influence of the pluto. 
crats, who wanted to get the people’s money— 
greenbacks—with which the war was fought 
and whipped, out of the way, in order that 
they might establish an 8 per cent interest in 
their behalf. ‘‘Senator Butler said, at Pros- 
perity, that the banks pay for 10 per cent more 
money than they get. The government holds 
the bondholder's bonds, on which he gets 6 per 
cent interest in advance, and on which he 
louns or advances $90, which he lets ont at 
compound interest from 8 to 12 per cent. This, 
I think, gives him 9 per cent more than he

Watson then showed the enormity of 
compounding interest by numerous illustra- 
tions, winding up by saying it runs faster than 
a rabbit. The banks took the people’s 
money and let it out to them 
again at compound interest, and 
the transaction costs the people about fifty mill- 
ion dollars annually. This enormity wasta re- 
publican measure at first, but national banks 
were rechartered in 1882, and some of the men 
who now fight the subtreasury voted for them

rah for Butler,” which was drowned by cheers 


for Watson, giving him the crowd almost 
unanimously. 

Mr. Watson then went into statistics, and 
showed the effects of contraction of the cur- 
rency in a lengthy argument, endeavoring 
throughout to refute Butler's statement that 
supply and demand controlled prices, he argu- 
ing and quoting several eminent statesmen to 
substantiate his position that contraction or 
expansion of money controlled prices. 

THE LAND SCHEME. 

Coming to the land-loan scheme, he asked 
Senator Butler if he was opposed to that 
measure. 

Senator Butler replied that he would come 
to that in his speech. 

Mr. Watson then assumed that Butler was 
opposed toit. He argugd in favor of the land- 
loan system that it would enable and encour- 
age any man to buy a home, and through the 
influence of the home to improve the condi- 
tion of the country. The 2-per-cent note of 
interest will enable them to do it when the 
7 per cent interest will not. 

He refuted the prevalent opinion of laziness 
on the part of the southern farmer vehemently. 
He attributed the hopeless condition of debt 
into which the farmer has grown, to burden- 
some interest multiplied in a thousand ways. 
The land loan will keep the landlord, the mer- 
chant and the tenant. The subtreasury, which 
is the loan on products, is practically the same 
as the land loan. He argued that a currency 
based on labor would be as safe asa currency 
based on gold and silver. 

We can put the subtreasury bill in opera- 
tion without ever building a warehouse. This 
can be done by letting the farmers elect one or 
more warehousemen in each county, and make 
vena qualify to protect the products stored with 

im, 

“Senator Butler’s objection to the money all 
going back into the treasury in the spring is 
not valid. You. can hold your money for 
twelve months if you want to, and have it in 
the spring when you need it. By the sub- 
treasury the speculators could never corner 
more than one-fifth of the crops. It would 
destroy the cornering of markets by speculators. 
It would destroy the national banking system.” 

Mr. Watson made many illustrations in his 
speech, and fired many pointed but covert 
darts at Senator Butler, all of which were well 
received. In conclusion, he thanked the crowd 
for its good attention and their hearty wel- 
come, and paid a graceful compliment to the 
He paid a glowing tribute to 
the charity of all mankind, and urged the sub- 
treasury plan as a panacea for nearly all the 
ills for the American laborer. 

Senator Butler’s Reply. 

Upon being introduced, Senator Butler was 
cheered loudly. He began by defending his 
action at Prosperity. He said he had been in- 


vited there to discuss the subtreasury plan 


upon its merits, and he considered the bill as 
the consummation of the plan. He paid his 
respects to the would-be boss of the country 
who would dictate to him what he should dis- 
cuss. He then paid his respects to those who 
had defamed him since his Prosperity speech. 
He denounced the statement that he said a 
man who borrowed money at 2 per cent did 
not intend to pay it back as an infamous false- 
‘hood, “and I brand she author of the state- 
ment as a liar.“

president of the South Carolina state alliance. 

Continuing, Senator Butler said: “I have 
seen too much of life to at this time pander to 
the demagogues and base characters for the 
highest office in the gift of the people. 

„I have never yet been put in office upon 
false pleas, and I never will be put in office if 
I have to do so upon the promise of support to 
a measure which my judgment does not ap- 
prove, 

‘‘As to my friend’s rebuke for not commend- 
ing the subtreasury, I will say that I had just 
as well to pontoon the Atlantic or build a 
bridge across the Atlantic. 

„Mr. Watson talked an hour and a half and 
never yet told us what the subtreasury plan is 
which he asks us to support.” 

He then proceeded to advocate state 
banks as a relief from the oppression from the 
national banks, claiming that they should be 
restricted by state law. 

The issue Mr. Watson proposes is two for 
one on their capital. 

„If the farmers want a state banking sys- 
tem, based on cotton at its magket value, I 
will go as far as any of them for that. I 
argued the justice of this when silver bullion 
was before congress as a basis of issue.“ 

Senator Butler then proceeded to ridicule 
Colonel Watson’s speech at length, in which 
he is an adept, and created much enthusiasm. 
He took issue with Watson’s historic state- 
ments as to national banks, and a running de- 
bate took place between the two speakers, fin 
which the sympathy of the crowd seemed 
about equally divided. 

After dinner Senator Butler 8 bis 
ad vocacy of state banks as a substitute for the 
subtreasury. He could not favor the sub- 
treasury because he teared the power it gave 
the national government, and he did not see 
how the — — could get the money with 
which to meet its provisions save by taxation.

HECTOR LANE WILL NOT SERVE 


As Commissioner of Agriculture for the 
Present, and Kolb’s Friends 
Are Jubilant.

Monrcomery, Ala., September 9.—[Spe- 
cial.|—On September Ist Governor Jones 
appointed Hector D. Lane as commissioner 
of agriculture on the expiration of the 
term for which R. F. Kolb was appointed 
two years ago. 

THE CHANGE OF THE LAW. 

The last legislature passed a law making 
the office of commissioner of agriculture 
elective, and provided that a commissioner 
of agriculture shall be elected at the next 
election. Kolb’s attorneys claimed that the 


law making the commissionership elective, | 


which states that it repeals all laws in 
conflict therewith, repealed the law author- 
izing the governor to fill the time between 
the expiration of Kolb’s term and the time 
at which the first elected commissioner 
would take his seat, December, 1892. 

THE CONTEST FILED. 

Lane demanded the possession of the 
office and Kolb refused it, on the ground 
that the governor had no right to appoint. 
Lane then brought suit before Judge Ran- 
dolph, of the Montgomery probate court, 
and the case was argued for two days by 
some of the best lawyers of the state. 

THE DECISION RENDERED. 

Today Judge Randolph rendered his 
decision, citing the old and new law. He 
declared that the enactment of the new 
law repealed the old law, and such repeal 
made the appointment of Mr. Lane to suc- 
ceed Kolb void. 

The effect of the decision is that Kolb 
was appointed commissioner of agriculture 
to serve until the appointment and quali- 
fication of his successor, and that Kolb 
will continue to discharge the duties of 
the, office. The attorneys for Mr. Lane 
will carry the case to the supreme court, 
which meets in November.

exploded, killing Engineer James Donaldson, 
Fireman Dickerson and Brakeman Michael 
Mahoney. 

Edward Sway, the only passenger in the 
smoking car, which was next to the engine, 
was injured, but not seriously. Conductor 
Alfred Jones was badly scalded and had all 
his clothes torn off his back.

Mr. Everett is now athis boarding house,

Cooper is now in the city jail where he will 
remain until bailed out by friends or released 
by order of the court. 

Cooper’s assault upon Mr. Everett took 
place in the Kimball house about half-past 9 

o'clock and was witnessed by quite a crowd of 
gentlemen. 

But it was all done so quickly that the work 
was over before the spectators realized what 
Was going on. 

Mr. Everet spent the evening after tea in 


the Kimball rotunda conversing with Dr. 
Kenan, Hon. Bill Smith, 


of Gwinnett, 
Captain George Forbes, of Atlanta, and Rep- 
resentatives Mann and Dennard. They 
were all old friends and were having a pleas- 
ant evening together, not one of them dream- 
ing of the ugly and serious conclusion. 
About half-past 9 o’clock Fred Cooper en- 


tered the hotel from the Decatur 
street side, and a few minutes 
later approached the party, mak- 


. ing some remark to Mr. Everett, who was 
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leaning against the counter, with his back to 
it and his elbows upon it. 

Just what Cooper said is not known, but in 
a second those about realized that it was 
something unpleasant and rude, and thata 
quarrel was imminent. Mr. Smith 
quickly stepped between the two men 
to prevent an exchange of blows and 
Captain Forbes, who knew Cooper well, laid a 
hand upon his arm, saying pleasantly.

Instantly Cooper wheeled upon the captain, 
exciaiming:

Captain Forbes had long known Cooper, and 
having been his friend, tried to quiet 


him, but Cooper was intent upon 
trouble and attempted to push the captain 
aside. 


A few feet from the group a Mr. Chaffey, 
of Augusta, and Mr. H. S. Barrett, of South 
Carolina, were standing.

The 
shot took effect in the woman’s head, as you 
see, and grazing my head, and he 
pointed to an abrasure on the front 
of his head, which evidently could 
only have been made with some heavy 
blunt instrument. | 

Mr. G. Lowenstein, who lives across the 
street, said he saw the woman enter the 
restaurant, quickly followed by Hanson, who 
closed the door and in a few 
moments heard the shot, followed by a 
woman’s screams. 

Officers Randolph and Thompson were soon 
onthe scene, and entering the restaurant 
found the woman wounded as described. 

Investigation revealed a story revolting in 
its details. Mr. T. Goodbread, the owner of 
the building where the restaurant is situated 
and who is the proprietor of a bar which is run 
in the front room of the building, and from 
which a door leads into the restaurant, gave 
your correspondent the following story. 

He said: — 

„Hanson married my sister several years 
ago, and about two years since carried her, 
with his two children, a son and daughter, to 
Boston, where he deserted them, leaving them 
penniless.

Monday afternoon Porter H. Patrick and

with pistols, which resulted in the death of 
Perry Brown and the wounding of Patrick 
and of William Brown, a brother of Perry 
Brown.

PULLED THEIR PISTOLS. 

Shortly afterwards they met again, when 
Perry Brown and Patrick simultaneously 
pulled their pistols and defied each other to 
shoot. This excited William Brown, a 
younger brother of the dead man, who was 
unarmed, Young Brown ran iuto Patrick, 
exclaiming, ‘‘Don’t shoot my brother.“ 

It was then that the shooting commenced. 
Patrick fired his pistol first. This ball is 
supposed to have been the one that took 
effect in young Brown’s right breast as he 


staggered away and fell to the ground. 
EMPTIED THEIR PISTOLS. 


Patrick and the elder Brown stood their 
ground, and calmly and deliberately emptied 
their piatols at each other. At the last 
shot Patrick fell to the ground, shot diag- 
onally through his throat, the ball com- 
ing out near his left ear. Perry Brown 
then advanced and snapped his pistol a 
dozen times in the face of his victim, but 
all the cartridges had been discharged. & He 


then turned and walked about twenty 
yards away in the direction of 
his father’s © mill, and fell 


to the ground. Yesterday Perry Brown 
died. He was shot through the abdomen 
and through his throat. Brown’s body was 
buried today. The attending ‘physicians 
say that there is little chance for young 
Brown and Patrick. Perry Brown was 
well known in Savannah, having lived here 
for four years. 

There is another story afloat that young 
Brown had defamed the character of Pat- 
rick’s sister, and that this was the cause 
of the fight.

NEEDED LEGISLATION, 


Baking Powder Bill Passed by the Minnesota 


Senate. 
From The St. Paul Pioneer Press.]

Any 22 who shall knowingly sell 
or procure the sale, or offer for sale any package 
or can of Baking Powder, containing any ammo- 
nia in it, not distinctly, legibly and durably 
branded, stamped or marked in a conspicuous 
place with the words in the English language: 
“This Baking Powder contains ammonia,” in let- 
ters of great pica, or any other letters equivalent 
thereto in length. shall be guiltyof a misde- 
meanor, and punished by 4a fine of not less than 
twenty dollars nor more than ee shall 
be confined in the county jail not than ten or 
more than twenty days, or by both fine and im- 
prisonment, at the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 2. The sale or offer for sale of the substance 
mentioned in the fore * section in packages 
not stamped, marked, | randed or labeled as 
therein required, shall be prima facia evidence of 
knowledge of the character of said substance, on 
the part of the person so selling or offering for 
sale and his employer. 

Sec. 3. This act shall be in force on and after its

BADLY CUT. 


Two Youngsters Engage in a Serious Dif- 
ficulty in the Kiser Building.

- Then he drew a knife, and Barrett says he 
felt the cut on his shoulder and his arm. He 
ran into an office near by and told of the oc- 
currence. The doctor was called and ‘the 
wounds dressed, while an excited crowd 
gathered about. 

In the meantime Hoyt had gone to the po- 
lice station where, amidst tears, he told his 
story. 

„I don't know what the boy’s name is,“ said 
he, and Iam mighty sorry I cut him. He is 
littler than I am and that makes me sorrier, 
but I had to do it I reckon. 

„He cursed me in all sorts of ways, and has 
been picking at me for several days. He met 
me on the stairs awhile ago and told me he 
was going to knock me down the stairs.

The Veterans and the People. 

It has been decided by the trustees of 
the Confederate Home to let the home 
remain closed until the next legislature 
shall act or fail to act in the matter. 

This is an appeal to Georgia’s second 
sober thought. 

Let us hope that it will not be una- 

vailing. 
Since the defeat of the Confederate 
Home bill in the present legislature the 
question has been widely discussed in 
Georgia, in every southern state, and 
throughout the north. Veterans and non- 
combatants, confederates and federals, 
zoutherners and northerners, democrats 
and republicans, declare it to be the duty 
of the state to accept the home and main- 
tain it for a term of years. 

Reflection makes it impossible to come 
to any other conclusion. The helpless 
veterans who need this shelter in their 
old age did not go to war on their own 
account. They were called into service 
by the state. They went to the front 
under the sanction of the state. They 
risked life and limb, and shed their 
blood, and sacrificed their property dur- 
ing the struggle at the invitation and at 
the command of the state. 

‘Now, when the question of aiding these 
meedy veterans comes up, it will require 
very ingenious and crooked reasoning to 
show that the state is not in honor bound 
to take care of them. In this generation 
every nation and state in the civilized 
world has provided homes for its old 
soldiers. 

Our Confederate Home, as our readers 
well know, is emphatically a Georgia in- 
' stitution, built and equipped by donations 
from generous citizens in every part of 
the state. In no sense of the phrase can 
it be said to be an Atlanta institution.

Only the close students of our political

situation, complicated and oppressive, 
against which the people are protesting—a 
situation which has placed the finances of 
the country in the hands of a few capitalists 
at favored centers. The very cry of the 
people for more circulation shows what arbi- 
trary and unjust conditions are imposed on 
the country by this system of government 
financiering. 

THE Coxsrrruriox is engaged in advo- 
cating a return to the simpler and safer 
democratic system that was in vogue before 
the republican centralists began their work. 
What the country demands is the restora- 
tion of silver to its old place in the cur- 
rency—free coinage on private account—and 
the establishment of state banks of issue 
with a local currency carefully guarded and 
restricted. This is as simple as democracy 
itself, and, in fact, is the democratic idea of 
home rule applied to finance. We have yet 
to see a single reasonable objection to the 
plan. 


Unjust Criticism. 

There seems to be, in certain quarters, a 
tendency to criticise Chief Justice Bleckley 
for expressing an opinionin regard toa 
question of state policy which is up for dis- 
cussion, We may be very sure that such 
criticism springs from an essentially narrow 
and one-sided view of the limitations that 
custom and common sense place on the 
judiciary. 

It need not be said here that Judge Bleck- 
ley, in his admirable letter to THE CONSTI- 
TUTION, did not discuss the constitutionality 
or legality of any proposed policy of the 
state with regard to the control of the rail- 
way corporations. Neither the supreme 
court nor any other tribunal will ever be 
called on to decide whether the consolida- 
tion or the segregation of railways will aid 
or hurt, further or retard the commercial 
and industrial development of the south. 
Yet, unless the question of material develop- 
ment can be carried before a judicial tri- 
bunal, the criticisms that have been inti- 
mated, rather than urged, against Judge 
Bleckley’s letter, have nothing whatever to 
goon. They are simply the result of a 
temperament which the Lord in His wisdom 
has forbidden to take a large and broad 
view of things. 

As we have said, Judge Bleckley refrains 
from discussing the legal or constitutional 
features of the railroad question, but ad- 
dresses himself wholly to the policy as it 
may affect the commercial and industrial 
welfare of the state. What may help the 
state may be constitutional or unconstitu- 
tional. That is a matter to be decided when 
the issue is made. 7 

Meanwhile, Judge Bleckley is on sure 
ground, as he always is. 


Money Talis. 

During the past few months Mr. Jay 
Gould has traveled over the entire country, 
leisurely and carefully scrutinizing the finan- 
cial, commercial and industrial conditions of 
every quarter of the republic. 

The great capitalist has returned to New 
York well satisfied with every phase of the 
situation. He says that the enormous volume 
of business in/sight will compensate us for 
the dull season just ended. There may be 
no great boom in prices, but there will be a 
steady improvement in those conditions 
without whose existence no rise can be per- 
manent, and no enhancement of values sub- 
stantial. Europe, with her unprecedented 
necessities, cannot avoid sending us back our 
gold. Instead of a debtor, we are going to 
be a creditor nation. Last year our imports 
were excessive; now itis ourturn to ex- 
port. In a word, concludes Mr. Gould, we 
may look for a long period of great prosperity 
in this country. 

We called attention to the fact, the other 
day, that all the capitalists, bankers and 
business leaders are talking on this line. 
This unanimity of opinion means some- 
thing. When money talks in this confident 
and positive fashion, people may settle down 
to business with the absolute certainty that 
they are entering an era of good times. 


Not to Be Endured. 

If the federal government desires to stamp 
out the lottery evil, there will be little oppo- 
sition on the part of the people and the 
press, but if it gives irresponsible underlings 
the power to stamp out the press when it 
exercises its right to discuss the law, the re- 
sult will be not only opposition, but indig- 
nation and trouble all along the line. 

Just now the papers are having a good 
deal to say about the arrest of a Wisconsin 
editor because he published a clipping from 
an exchange questioning the validity of the 
anti-lottery law. If the arrest was made 
for nothing more than this, then it is putting 
it mildly to say that our government has 
become Russianized, so far as its treatment 


of the press is concerned. 


This policy wilt not work. If Jotteries 
cannot be destroyed without also destroying 
the freedom of the press, the people will be 
in favor of letting the lotteries alone. We 
cannot afford to yield our right to speak and 
publish fair criticisms of public measures. 
If we yield the right in one instance, we 
may expect to be forced to keep silence 
whenever it suits the government to de- 
mand it, 

Fortunately it is no easy matter to bull- 
doze the newspapers of America. The 
menace of fine and imprisonment will in- 
timidate very few. No matter what federal 
officials may hold, the newspaper men of 
the country will not change their conviction 
that an honest criticism or discussion of the 
provisions contained in the anti-lottery law 
cannot with any show of justice be held to 
be a violation of that law. If they are 
mistaken in this belief, then the law will 
have to be repealed or modified. In this re- 
public the government cannot array itself 


against the press and have the support of 


the people,

BE DECIDED TONIGHT. 


The General Judiciary Committee Will 
Meet at 7:30 O’Clock Tonight and 
Take Final Action on the Bill. 


The general judiciary committee met last 
night in the senate chamber to conclude the 
argument on the Berner bill. 

An argument in opposition to the bill has 
been completed, and last night Mr. Berner 
spoke in support of the bill which had been 
introduced by himself. 

. Berner’s Speech. 

Mr. Berner took the floor soon after the com- 
mittee had been called to order. He said: 

„This bill simply provides for an investiga- 
tion of the charters and leases of these roads in 
Georgia by the railroad commission. If the 
railroad charters are all right, nothing will be 
done to affect them. If not, measures will be 
taken to have the roads comply with the law, 
so that the people may not be oppressed. 

‘‘An important feature of the bill is that no 
stock can be issued unless by consent of two- 
thirds of the owners of the corporation. This 
is to prevent the issuance of so much stock 
that the people will be compelled to pay divi- 
dends upon property which does not exist. 

will now pass to a discussion of the mer- 
its of the bill. The state creates the corpora- 
tion, endows it with privileges, and has a 
right to control it and say just how far it shall 
go. The power of a corporation is the power 
of a thousand. It is the natural tendency of 
accumulated power to oppress. It is danger- 

us and doubly so, when commercial cor- 
porations are used in a free government for 
political purposes. 

“The very possession of this extraordinary 
power is the necessity for extraordinary re- 
striction. The state reserves the right to regu- 
late and control, and when the public interest» 
demands it, to kill. It is both the right and 
the duty of the state to control these corpora 
tions. The man who denies this is either a 
conspirator or an optimist, who would deliver 
the country over to disaster. 

„I am opposed to government ownership. I 
believe the true solution of this matter of 
transportation lies in the effective control of 
these corporations. What Georgia needs, and 
I believe has now, is a brave, courageous, in- 
corruptible legislature, which will pass laws 
for the public good. I believe that govern- 
ment ownership tends to centralization. If 
anything ever drives this government to the 
extremity of government ownership, it will be 
the rapacity and oppression of corporate power 
and monopoly. 

„The connsel for corporations say that the 
constitution does not demand this legislation. 
Here is what the last paragraph of the article 
on railroads says: ‘The general assembly 
shall enforce this article with appropriate 
legislation.’ In that article is contained the 


paragraph on competition. 

“This paragraph was placed at the end, and 
evidently referred to the whole article. Any 
one who endeavors to construe it otherwise 
imputes absolute ignorance of words to the 
constitutional assembly. Mr. Chairman, this 
convention did not play the fool. They put 
that clause there for a clear and definite pur- 
pose, and that was to require the legislature to 
control these corporations. 

„Every paragraph of the constitution has 
been enforced except this one in regard tocom- 

tition. The constitution declares these 
—— and charters to be wrong, and there 
should be some action taken. This paragraph 
has not been enforced because there were out- 
side influences here and in the old capitol 
which prevented it. 

„The peculiar paradox exists in the judicial 
system of Georgia today that the man who is 
oppressed by the illegal contract, cannot ob- 
tain redress in any court in the state. The 
stockholder who pockets the spoils is the only 
man who can institute suit to set aside con- 
tracts which defeat competition. 

„The bill seeks to protect the citizen from 
unjust charges and oppression, and yet do no 
harm to the railroads. In the face of all 
this, counsel for the corporations 
say that there is no necessity for 
such legislation. I do not believe there is any 
sane or unfeed lawyer in this state who can 
escape the conclusion that it is the duty of the 
general assembly to pass this measure. 

„Some years ago this competition paragraph 
of the constitution was put into some railroad 
charters. It has gone into every one since as 
an amendment. But the presence of the con- 
stitution in the charter itself has not deterred 
corporations from flagrant aggressions upon ita 
provisions. This violation is found in the com- 
plications of the Terminal company. 

„Birmingham fixes the rate from New York 
for all points east of it in Georgia, except at 
local points, where the interstate law has 
been violated in charging more fora short 
haul than for a long one. If they haul freight 
to Birmingham at $1.14, why can’t they haul 
it to Atlanta profitably, 200 miles less distance. 
at a less rate 5 The common laws of business 
say they can. I deny that there exists any 
competition at Atlanta. 

“} believe that finally the remedy for all these 
evils will depend upon national legislation. 
Until we can get this remedy we need some 
such law as this, whichis embodied in the 
constitutions of upwards of thirteen states 
other than ours. 

“If a railroad company is found to be 
violating its charter, the railroad commission 
will serve it with notice.

, RUNNING TOO RAPIDLY. 


An Order About the Electric Cars Issued 


by Chief Connolly. 
The street cars are running too rapidly. 


Of course that doesn’t mean the horse cars. 


But Chief Connolly says the people are 
complaining about the electric cars. 

And now the course of the cars, propelled 
by the mysterious fluid, will be watched 
closely by the policemen. 

Within a quarterof a mile of the carshed, 
street cars can run ata rate of six miles an 
hour. Ata further distance they can run at 
fifteen miles an hour. 

That’s the way the ordinance reads, and 
that’s what’s going to be enforced. 

The people want rapid transit, but many in- 
sist that our cars are going too rapidly for 
safety, especially the Whitehall street cars. 

This led to the following special order, posted 
by Chief Connolly yesterday: 

Complaint has been made to me that the differ- 
ent street railroad companies are running their 
cars ata greater speed than is allowed by the 
ordinance (especially the cars on Whitehall 
street). 

The members of the force are ordered to strictly 

enforce the following ordinance in regard to the 
same : 
„Sec tion 1125. The running speed on street rail- 
roads shail not be at a greater rate than six miles 
an hour within a radius of one-quarter of a mile 
from the northeast corner of the union passenger 
depot, and not greater than fifteen beyond said 
radius, and never to be greater than six miles at 
any street crossing. Any person violating this 
shall be fined not exceeding one hundred dollars, 
or be imprisoned in the calaboose not exceeding 
thirty days. A. B. Cox NOLLx, Chief of Police.“ 

In regard to this the chief said: 

Many people have complained to me re- 
cently of the speed of the cars, especially those 
on Whitehall street, and I am merely trying 
to have the ordinance in regard to such mat- 
ters enforced. ; 

The city regulates such matters, and the 
policemen are employed to see that they are 
enforced. 

‘That's all we're trying to do.“

A Liberal Offer. 

Major Kiser made a statement as to the loca- 
tion of the home. He advocated raising a 
fund by subscription to furnish and run it for 
one year. He thought that the best plan yet 
suggested. ‘I will,” said he, obligate my- 
self to give $500 per annum for five years if 
the state again refuses it.“ This generous 
proposition elicited applause. 

Other Members Talk. 

Several of the other members made short, 
talks. 

Colonel Jordan said that the rejection of the 
home by the legislature was through ignorance 
of the real facts, and the next general assem- 
bly would doubtless rectify the mistake. He 
believed it best to maintain the home for one 
year and wait for future legislative action. 

Dr. Spalding did not think it advisable to 
open the home now. 

Colonel Newman was given the pri vileges of 
the floor, and he spoke eloquently but briefly 
regarding the home. 

Captain W. D. Ellis made a short and spir- 
ited address. 

Captain J. W. English spoke eloquently. 
He adverted to the unreasonable prejudice 
which exists in some sections of thestate against 
Atlanta. “I defy any one,” said he, to point 
to any Atlanta man who was ever mixed up in 
any of the rascalities connected with the his- 
tory of Georgia.“ 

Some Resolutions Rejected. 


The subjoined resolution, introduced by Mr. 
Tift, evoked a short discussion and was finally 
rejected: 

Whereas, The property known as the Confeder- 
ate Soldiers’ Home has no reliable fund for its 
support, and if it had such fund, it would neces- 
Sarily involve unjust discrimination among the 
class of veterans for whomit was intended on 
account of its limited capacity—having only fifty 
rooms. Therefore, for the purpose of conferring 
upon each and every one of the men for whom it 
was intended the greatest possibie benefit from 
the fund entrusted to our care.’ 

Resolved, That the president and executive 
committee be, and they are hereby, authorized to 
sell the entire property known as the Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home forasum not less than $100,000, 
payable, principal and interest, in semi-annual 
installments waturing through ten years. 

Resolved, That said president and executive 
coinmittee adopt means to ascertain the name and 
location of the several veterans in the state for 
whom this fund was intended, and that they dis- 
tribute to each, semi-annually, his equal propor- 
tion of the fund accruing from said sale, after 
deducting necessary expenses. 

Resolved, That said president and executive 
committee have full power and authority to adopt 
and use such rules, regulations and means as in 
their judgment is necessary and proper to ac- 
complish the purposes of these resolutions. 

They shall report their proceedings to a meeting 
of the commissicners to be called by them once 
every six months. 

This suffered a like fate: 

Resolved, That the tender of the home and 
property, as heretofore made to the state, be ex- 
tended and continued until the adjournment of 
the session of the general assembly in 1892, and 
that the home remain closed subject to, and 
awaiting action by, that body. 

After a short interchange of views and ef- 
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forts to amend it, the following was rejected: 

Resolved, That we shall raise a fund vy sub- 
scription sufficient to open and maintain the , 
home for the term of one year. 

Resolved 2. That a committee shall be ap- 
pointed by the chair for the purpose of enabling 
the trustees, under the order of the court of 
chancery, to transferthe home and the property 
belonging to it to the city of Atlanta, with the un- 
derstanding that the city of Atlanta shall main- 
tain the home for the period of fifteen years, if 
the necessity to keep it open for that ‘time shall 
exist. 

hesolved 3. That when that period expires the 
property shall become the property of the city of 
Atlanta, in fee simple. 

Resolved 4. That this board unanimously assert 
that in the creation and building of the home the 
city of Atlanta has not displayed anything save 
the utmost liberality, and we make this statement 
as a tull and complete answer to statements to the 
contrary. 

The above was introduced by Captain Hobbs, 


of Rome. 
The Matter Settled. 

Mr. S. M. Inman introduced the subjoined 
resolutions, prefacing them with a few clear 
and forcible remarks. They evoked some little 
talk, but when the question was put they were 
adopted unanimously. 

Whereas, The present general assembly has seen 
fit in its wisdom to decline to provide for the Con- 
federate Soldiers’ Home of Georgia, and has re- 
jected the offer of the property to the state; and 

Whereas, This board of teustees does not believe 
that the action of the general assembly expresses 
the sentiment of the people of Georgia; therefore 

Resolved, Thatthe home be kept closed tiil 
after the meeting of the next general assembly, 
so that, coming fresh from the people, the will of 
the ple can be expressed in this action. 

Resolved 2, Thatif the next general assembly 
deciines to accept the Confederate Home, and 
maintain it,the board of trustees will accept 
their decision as final evidence that the state of 
Georgia does not want to provide a home for her 
disabled and needy confederate veterans, and 
this board will then proceed to sell the property 
and return the money pro rata to the contributors 
to the original fund expended in proyiding the 
home.

THE OLD SOLDIERS TALK. 


The Vote Makes Georgia a Reproach in 
the Eyes of Former Enemies. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., September 9.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—The Bartow camp of the Confederate 
Veterans’ Association, at their last meeting, 
passed a strong set of resolutions by a unani- 
mous vote in which they expressed their in- 
dignation and deep regret at the action of the 
legislature in refusing to accept the Confed- 
erate Home, 

The resolutions took strong ground and 
deprecate the action, which they say is the 
first to bring the biush of shame to the cheeks 
of the old soldiers and to make their state a 
reproach in the eyes of their former enemies.” 

Going further, they say: 

We have no sympathy with the efforts of the 
majority, by which they would pretend toundoour 
remedy—the great wrong they perpetrated upon 
Georgia—because the — they pretend to 
seek, is both impractical and uncunstitutional. 
They would provide for the indigent in their 
homes and with their families around their own 
hearthstones; we seek to provide shelter for the 
homeless who are without families. 

We commend the efforts of our representative, 
Hon. W. L. LeConte, in behalf of the home, and 
tender tohim and his associates in this behalf, 
our grateful acknowledgements. 

We pledge to the board of trustees our best 
efforts in support of the means which they may 
adopt in carrying out the purposes of the home. 

The Response from Hancock. 

SPARTA, Ga., September 9.— [Special.] — The vet- 
erans responded warmly to President Clinch’s 
call for them to assemble and express themselves 
about the action of the house of representatives 
in rejecting the gift of the ‘soldiers’ home.“ 

When President H. A. Clinch took the chair and 
surveyed the grim old soldiers who had come out 
in full force, to almost weep over this strange con- 
duct ofthe majority of the house, ne briefly stated 
that they knew why they had been summoned 
from home. 

Judge Frank L. Little then offered the follow 
ing, which was unanimously adopted: 

‘‘Whereas, The veterans’ association of Hancock 
county, to take action touching the refusal of a 
majority of the house of representatives of the 
general assembly of the state to accept the gift of 
the soldiers’ home, in Atlanta, asa place of refuge 
for our homeless and dependent comrades in 
their declining years, which home“ was built 
almost entirely by the generous gifts of our old 
confederate soldiers, their wives and daughters, 
who believed the same to be a necessity; and, 
whereas, they have dulyand calmly considered 
the matter which called them in council, do 
hereby 

‘*Resolve, That without impugning the motives, 
or calling in question the right ot independent 
action of the majority of the 
house of representatives who brought about this 


result, we, nevertheless, deeply regret and deplore’ 


it, as calculated to bring reproach to Georgia, 
grief and disappointment to our comrades and 
joy toour late enemies. 

„Resolved, That we cordially pledge our hearty 
co-operation with our brother veterans through- 
out the state to aid in establishing and maintain- 
ing the home by voluntarily contributions. 

‘Resolved, That we confidently express the hope 
and belief that another legislature will viéw this 
matter more favorably from the standpoint of the 
veterans, and accept and maintain this home. 

Speeches were made by Judge F. L. Little, 
Colonel H. A. Chinch, J. . Jordan, Captain R.

It Was a Mistake.

while with his people in peace and comfort.

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The Legislature Will Appropriate Bnongh 
for Their Pensions. ° 


THREE HUNDRED AND FORTY THOUSAND 


Added to the Sixty Thousand Dollars Al- 


ready Appropriated — The Finance 
Committee Completes the Deficiency. 


Each and every widow of a confederate 
soldier who is able to make the proper 
proofs will hereafter receive a pension of 
$100 a year from the state of Georgia. 

That was practically settled by the action 
of the house finance committee yesterday 
afternoon. 

This same legislature at its last session 
began the good work. It appropriated $60,- 
000 for this purpose, it being the opinion 
then that there were not more than six 
hundred people in the state eligible for that 
pension. 

How far off that estimate was everybody 
knows. 

Already Captain W. H. Harrison, who, 
in addition to his duties as secretary of the 
executive department, is expected to look 
after all the pensions—a very arduous duty, 
by the way. Already he has received ap- 
plications from 3,700 widows. That there 
are at least four thousand eligible to this 
pension there seems no doubt. 

The question which this legislature, there- 
fore, had to méet was whether it would 
stand by its determination to pay a hun- 


dred-dollar pension to each soldier’s widow. 


For two years that question has been be- 
fore the finance committee. The deficiency 


and one paragraph in that referred to wid- 
ows’ pensions. | 

There has been a great deal of discussion of 
this subject. Toa few of the members it did 
not seem as if the state were able to grant so 
liberal a pension in view of the great number 
of applicants; but the majority were emphat- 
ically in favor of the pensions remaining as 
they were first put—$100 each—and when the 
vote was taken $340,000 was appropriated ‘“‘for 
each of the years of 1891 and 1892.“ 

The Western and Atlantic Award. 

The greatest part of yesterday's session of 
the committee was taken up in the discussion 
of the clause appropriating the amount neces- 
sary to pay the award of the Western and At- 
lantic commission. 

That is $99,644.40. 

The discussion was not on the question of 
whether the award should be made or not, 
but whether interest upon it should be paid, 
and if so how much.

The plan ofa ditch dug around 
as een by citizens, has been carefully 
looked into, but it won't do. “Engineer Clay. 
ton and Mr. Mahoney both say that the drain: 
age would hardly be sufficient, and both assert 
that a heavy rain would prove disastrous to 
the localities through which the drains pass, 
and might lead to heavy lawsuits by the — 
age that might ensue.“ 

“We want to do what we can,“ said Mr. 
Shropshire, to help them. But I believe the 
quickest and surest way is to wait till the 
sewer is built back to that part. That work 
we are now doing just as 8 as it can be 
done, and we think it will be quickly done, 
too.’

CoUNCIL CHAMBER, ATLANTA, Ga., September 
7,1891.—By Alderman Middlebrooks: An ordi- 
nance defining the manner of laying underground 
conduits, tubes or pipes, for electrical conductors, 
cables and wires. 

Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council, that all corporations, firms or persons 
to whom permission may hereafter be granted for 
running or laying underground circuits, tubes or 
pipes for electrical conductors or cables or wires, 
shall conform to the requirements of this ordi- 
nance, 

Sec. 2. That no street, alley, lane or road in the 
city of Atlanta shall be broken or occupied by 
any ration, firm or person for the purpose of 
laying down conduits, tubes or pipes for electrical 
conductors, cables or wies, unless authority by 
ordinance be first obtained. 

That during the construction or laying down of 
said underground conduits, tubes, pipes, conduc- 
tors, cables and wires on street, alley, lane or 
road shall be opened, or the paving broken into, 
for a greater distance than five hundred (500) feet 
at any one time, and that no section of the five 
hundred (500) feet shall be kept open for a longer 
period than five (5) days, and said opening or 
trench shall not be of greater width than two (2 
feet, and as the work progresses the „ 
be proniptly relaid, and the street, alley, lane or 
road put in g condition. 

Sec. 3. Prior to making an os in any 
street, lane, alley or road, for the As of con- 
duits, tubes or pipes for electri conductors, 
cables or wires, the corporation, frm or rson 
desiring to lay the same shall make application in 
writing to the board of electrical control; and 
shall file plans and specifications with said de- 
partment, showing the location, route and length 
of the proposed conduits, pipes and tubes, and 
the said board of electrical control shall have au- 


direction, and to the satisfaction, of the board of 
electrical control, who shall at all times have free 
and unobstructed access to the conduits, tubes, 
pipes, electrical conducturs or cables, for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the same, or a connec- 
tions therewith for wires or conductors in use, or 
to be used, by the city. 

Sec. 4. That all corporations, firms or persons 
occupying any street, lane, alley or road with un- 
derground conduits, tubes. pipes, cables, elec- 
trical conductors or wires, shall be liable for all 
damages to gas and water main services and sewer 
connections with sewers, and, also, for any dam- 
ages caused by the opening of trenches, or condi- 
tion of streets, alleys, lanes or roads resulting 
from the laying of conduits, tubes, pipes, elec- 
trical conductors, cables or wires, or making con- 
nections for which the city of Atlanta would 
otherwise be liable, or where the same belong to 
the city, and sufficient bond shall be given sub- 
ject to the = of the mayor in the sum 
of ollars to cover same, and the said 
party or parties shall be liable to the extent of the 
damages. 

Sec. 5. That when thecity of Atianta may desire 
to use or occupy any of the wires or conductors in 
any of the conduits, tubes, pipes or cables for 
police, fire alarm or other municipal purposes, the 
5 firm or person to whom privileges 
shall be granted for the laying of underground 
conduits, tubes, pipes, electrical conductors, ca- 
bles or wires, shall furnish to the board of clec- 
trical control, with one, and not more than four, 
conductors or wires, u thirty days notice to 
any such corporation, or person, free of any 
cost to said city of Atlanta. The board of elec- 
trical control to have the whole and absolute con- 
trol of such electrical conductors or wires as it 
shall elect to use for the purpose named. 

Sec. 6. That all corporations, firms or persons 
having telegraph, telephone or electric lighting

J Mr. Baxter said he didn’t want this bill to 
"gaffer from any prejudice which might be felt 
Against its author, as a meinaber of tho legal 
profession. 

This is nota lawyer's bill. It is a bill for 
me benefit of the people of the whole country. 
It is not a bill for the supreme court judges 
“themselves. The bill is introduced for the 
purpose of making the decisions of these 
judges, wise and commendable before the peo- 
ple of this state. : 

The bill was before the people once 
‘before and was defeated. Why it was I 
don't know, but it was probably because sui- 
ficient notice had not been given. The bill is 
not introduced for any man in the state of 
Georgia. I come before you with clean hands. 
It is simply introduced to provide for the ac- 
eomplishment, of the work before this court, 
“which cannot possibly be done by any three 
wen in the state of Georgia. 

The reason you find so many conflicting 
‘decisions is because you give to these three 
men too much work for the time they have. 
In the first year they had but eighty-four 
bases, but last year they had 522 cases to 
decide. 


There are other states around you which

e since the introduction of the dog bill, 
t has been a subject of mirth, 

The author of this measure, which proposed 
to place a special tax of $1 upon all dogs in the 
state, was Mr. Graves, of Newton, who has 
been doing some hard work to get this bill 


Several important amendments were offered. 
rovided that the head of each family 

may have one dog, which shall be exémpt 

from taxation. This one was adopted. 

The amendment providing that cities and 
towns which have special laws upon dogs 
should be exempted from the provisions of the 
bill excited some discussion. 

Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, stated that he 
would vote for the bill with that amendment 
on it. He thought that the police regulations 
in cities were sufficient to take care of the

Mr. Holtzlaw, of Houston, was a strong ad- 
vocate of the bill. He thought the object of 
the bill was to get rid of more obnoxious dogs, 
and hoped the bill would pass. 

Mr. Roberts opposed the whole business. He 
22 eloquently for the constables whose lives 
the passage of such a measure would endanger 
when they attempted to enforce the law. The 
bill was not worthy of the time which had been 
given to it. 

Mr. Fleming spoke especially of the amend- 
ment exempting cities. He claimed that it 
was unconstitutional, as no special privileges 
could be granted to corporations. 

Mr. Graves made an able argument 
in favor of his bill. He claimed 
the amendment exempting cities having 
laws in regard to the dog was lost. 

On the call of the ayes and nays the bill 
failed to receive the requisite constitutional 
majority, and was therefore lost. 

Some Bright Amendments. 

This measure has always hit a funny 
place in the constitution of the old-time 
wit, Hon. Bob Lewis, of Hancock, 


that it was for protection to the people as well 
as to the owners of dogs. It would to a large 
extent get rid of useless dogs, and would bring 
into the treasury of the state a large amount, 
which would be used for the purposes of ed- 
ucation, 

Mr. Berner, of Monroe, and Mr. Reid, of 
Putnam, both made speeches in favor of the 
Mr. Reid thought the police regulations 
in cities were sufficient, and that they ought 
to be exempted. 

His amendment, which was as follows, 
created much merriment: 

Strike all the bill regulating the amount of 
tax to be charged, and substitute for a dog 
weighing not more than twenty-five pounds, 
25 cents; weighing more than _ twenty, 
five poundsand not more than fifty pounds, 
cents; more than fifty pounds and not over 
seventy-five pounds, 75 cents. All other dogs 81 
each, provided nothing in the act shall authorize 
the taxation of any dog, that in the contests of 
life, shall have been bereft of a tail, or any dogs 
known as the ‘watch dogs of the treasury.’” 

Quite as much laughter was provoked by the 
following, which came from the same ingeni- 
ous author: 

Amend by entering after the word dog whenever 
it occurs the words and unmarried male citizen 
of this state between thirty and sixty-five years 
of age, but such unmarried male citizen shall have 
the right to relieve himself of the provisions of 
this act by filing an affidavit in forma pauperis.

The price for December at the cluse of 
yesterday’s session was 98 ‘gc to 98 , and at the open- 
ing this morning there were sellers at from 98c to 970 
but no general demand above the lower of these quo- 
tations, and before the session was an hour old it was 
down to 9744c. The sentiment of the trade was bear- 
ish, and outside orders were light. An afternoon pa- 
per says: The surroundings of trade have been 
gradually undergoing a change in the last two weeks. 
The enormous receipts have at last overtaken and 
surpassed the capacity of the ocean fleet to move the 
surplus with sufficient rapidity to prevent some accu- 
mulation, and this before the weight of the heavy 
spring wheat crop has had time to make itself felt. 
Wheat bought by French importers is reaching them 
faster than is necessary for the immediate wants of 
consumers, and the English grain trade is taking ad- 
vantage of that fact,and is holding off, with the evi- 
dent expectation that this amount of business will be- 
come still more aggravated.” The prices succeeding 
the quotation last given showed some symptoms of 
improvement under a demand from yesterday’s buyers 
of puts, but, upon the receipts of Bradstreet’s visible 
supply statement, showing, in addition to an increase 
of 1,196,000 bushels east of the Rockies, that the states 
of the Pacific coast, exclusive of Washington had in- 
creased 2,832,000 bushels, a further break occurred, the 
price for December getting down to 96ijc. Then came 
a dispatch from New York saying that a cablegram 
received there from Antwerp reported the la@er mar- 
ket practically in a state of*panic, and some longs here 
immediatey threw over enough of their holdings to 
cause a further break to 954%c. Trading was slow and 
withont much animation until after the price had 
worked below 97}sc, and after that there was heavy y 
trading on each successive break. The last half hour 
was one of sacrificial offerings by the longs and the 
hurried calling of margins by the bears, under which 
the quantity of these offerings kept increasing and 


the market closed weak at 95% c. 

Corn was traded in only to a fair amount during 
most of the session. It started weak and lower, but 
after declining another fraction grew temporarily 
strong and recovered the loss. This was followed by 
decided weakness and a heavy break. The subsequent 
reaction was attribuied to purchases by the clique, 
which is supposed to be manipulating September and 
October, In the light of subsequent developments the 
trade came to the conclusion that the syndicate had 
decided to give up the deal, and that its buying was 
for the purpose of making a hard spot to sell on. In 
the last hour offerings became free, and the bears, be- 
lievieg that liquidation by the syndicate had begun, 
added their offerings and the price went off with a 
rush. The local trade is aggressively hostile to the 
operations of the clique, and its attitude at the close 
seemed to indicate the probability of a further bear 
raid tomorrow unless the situation is materiaily 
changed. October opened at 586 560 c, sold as low as 
575,c, and from that up to öde before the big break oc- 
curred, It declined in stages to 55% and closed easy 
at that figure. 

There was little interest in the oats market, which 
took its action from wheat and declined %@%c. 

The provision market was firm in contrast with the 
surrounding markets and 8 for hogs, PFluc- 
tuations were confined to a row range, and the 
closing prices were practically the same as yesterday.

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tion of cabbages yesterday morning at the ses- 
sion of the Atlanta Horticultural Society. Dr. 
S. Hape thought that a cool, moist climate 
suited He suggested that late cab- 
bages might be protected by a canvas cover 
over the patch. 

Mr. Charles Deckner said that cabbages 
were not troubled by insects early in the sea- 
son. It was not until July that the worms be- 
gan their operations. It was impossible to 
raise cabbages after July. A weak solution of 
salt applied to the cabbage would benefit the 
cabbage and kill the worms. Plants will 
stand a high degree of temperature in water. 
Ice water is destructive to worms, but not in- 
jurious to the cabbage. Sow cabbage 
about the 10th of November, and the plants 
will be ready toset out about the middle of 
February. Any time ih March will do 
to set them out. After that time 
it will not do to set them out. Cab- 
bage should be ‘cultivated every ten days. 
Insects hardly ever trouble the plants set out 
in February or March. Henderson's early 
summer and succession are the best varieties. 

President Gould urged every one to sow 
cabbage seed and raise their own plants. 
certain season for transplanting was an im- 
portant factor in the successful cultivation of 
the cabbage. They cannot be worked too 
often. He had tried gossypium and acid phos- 
phate successfully for lub root. A pound of 
alum dissolved in three gallons of water was 
destructive to insects.
